Links Eichmann To 
‘Slaughter House’ 


JERUSALEM (UPI)— Adolf 
Eichmann was a member of the 
Nazi inner circle that decreed the 
death of six million Jews, an 
American judge testified today. 
He also swore that Eichmann 
was in charge of a flying squad 
ron of Nazis—“a slaughter house 
on wheels”—specially created to 
exterminate Jews. 
Judge Michael Angelo Musman­ 
no of the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court had to wait a long time 
today to start his testimony, be­ 
cause Eichmann’s lawyer waged 
a long, hard fight to keep him off 
the witness stand. But the court 
ruled that Musmanno could testify 
about things he heard at a time 
when he was a commander in the 
United States Navy on a mission 
to try to find out whether Adolf 
Hitler survived World War II. 
As soon as Musmanno began to 
testify it became obvious why the 
defense fought so hard against 
him. Musmanno had heard plenty. 
Dis testimony struck a hard blow 
at the defense story that Eich­ 
mann was an obscure little lieu- 
tenant-colonel, on charge of a mi­ 
nor department and blindly obey­ 
ing orders that came down from 
the top of the Nazi chain of com­ 
mand. 
Musmanno is a slender, white- 
haired man who spoke in a pre­ 
cise voice and came up with quick

answers to questions. He made 
these points: 
—That he heard from the lips 
of Hermann Goering that Eich­ 
mann was a member of the high 
command that decided to destroy 
the Jews of Europe. Goering told 
him the others were Hitler, Martin 
Bormann, Josef Goebbels, Hein 
rich Himmler and Reinhard Hey 
drich. 
—That Eichmann was in direct

With Nikita 


( 'rune To The Rescue 


PALM BEACH, Fla. (UPI) 
President Kennedy today awaited 
word from Geneva and Moscow 
on whether it will be possible to 
meet informally with Soviet Pre­ 
mier Nikita S. Khrushchev in Eu­ 
rope early next month. 


The Chief Executive and his 
wife planned to fly back to Wash­ 
ington this afternoon after a long 
Florida weekend. They were ex­ 
pected to take off in a govern­ 
ment jet transport at 3:15 p.m., 
EDT, arriving about two hours 
later at Andrews Air Force Base 
outside the capital. 


A decision on th meeting with 
Khrushchev was not expected be­ 
fore Kennedy returns from Cana­ 
da next Thursday. The Chief Ex­ 
ecutive and his wife fly to Ottawa 
Tuesday afternoon for a two-day 
ceremonial visit, their first trip to 
a foreign country since the inaug­ 
uration. 
Kennedy, it was understood, is 
giving serious consideration to the 
possibility of meeting Khrushchev 
in Stockholm or Vienna shortly 
after the President visits in Paris 
May 31-June 2 with French Presi-

GENEVA (UPI) — The 
United States bowed to Bri­ 
tish and French pressure 
today to permit the Com­ 
munist Pathet Lao rebels 
to attend the 14-nation con­ 
ference on Laos as equals. 
But the formal opening of 
the meeting was delayed 
again until at least tomor­ 
row’. 
British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Home ar* Soviet Foreign Minis­ 
ter Araba <\c, romyko. co-chairman 
of 
tfikSL'rrnce. informed acc­ 
retal the kale Dean Rusk that 
there wotrfd be no formal opening 
tonight. The two also said there 
would be no communique t h i s 
evening announcing when t h e 
meeting would take place. 
U.S. sources said the only hitch 
was that the final views of the 
Royal Laotian government dele­ 
gation, some of whose members 
arrived only this afternoon, had 
not yet been received. 
Gives In To Pressure 
Rusk earlier in the day gave in 
to British and French pressure 
and agreed to attend the confer­ 
ence even though the Communist 
rebel group is being given equal 
status with the royal government 
and neutral delegations. 
U.S. 
officials 
said 
President 
Kennedy '‘reluctantly’1 authorized 
Rusk to go along on this basis, 
rather than ''wreck” the confer­ 
ence even before it begins. 
But the United States was pre­ 
paring to issue a formal state­ 
ment that its decision to enter the 
parley with the Communist Pathet 
Lao 
and neutralist delegations 
from Laos did not mean it rec­ 
ognized their right to be there. 
The United States recognizes on!y 
the 
royal 
Laotian 
government 
group. 


The conference will get under­ 
way with a brief formal opening 
ceremony 
tonight or Tuesday, 
U.S. officials said.

It is an 
election between myself and Mr 
Hover. Patton is merely a trial 
balloon sent up by the Boyer 
forces. This my opponent has not 
denied. If these forces get a de 
cent vote, the Republican party is 
in trouble for years to come. 


Saturday night, Beckert said the 
politicians often depend on citi­ 
zens who are too busy or disin­ 
terested to vote election day.

They are 
that he should do the job he was 
elected to do to the best of his 
ability without fear of the conse­ 
quences of his actions or incur- 
ring the anger and w rath of the 
political bosses.

Beckert concluded, ‘‘I earnestly 
hope that there will be a big 
turnout 
of voters tomorrow

Musmanno. as a judge at the

Nazis to death. All but four of 
them subsequently had their sen­ 
tences commuted. 


Musmanno put Eichm ann right 
up a t the top of the Jew killers 
along with Hitler himself. 


"Im m ediately after the w ar,’ 
Musmanno said, "I was appointed 
to conduct an investigation into 
the fate of Hitler by the United 
States Navy. There were doubts 
as to Hitler’s death. 
I visited 
prisoner of w ar cam ps, displaced 
persons cam ps and Germ an estab­ 
lishments and searched for his in­ 
tim ates. I talked with Hitler’s ad­ 
m irals. generals, aides, adjutants, 
secretaries, 
bodyguards,

and butlers.’’
